HlThad 
come upon a situation in which State had received analyses from 
DDI and FE concerning a particular organization in an Asian 
country (not specified) . One analysis labelled it "far right, " 
the other "considerably left of center." State was apparently 
puzzled -- as waa doibhel White. The proposed solution which 
emerged was the conduct of a series of coordination seminars 
involving all components of the Agency with a concern or re- 
sponsibility in the Communist field — for the purpose of 
clarifying the Agency line. SIC was considered ,as a possible 
sponsor of these seminars -- hence the call to 'me .A , My re- 
sponse was to the effect that such a procedure on our part 
would be rather presumptuous, and was not likely to be received 
with cordiality in either component involved. I added that on 
numerous occasions we' had conducted special seminars for in- 
dividual offices or divisions, and would be pleased to continue 
that procedure, but that the job of knocking DDI and DDP 
analytical heads together was the responsib ility o f a somewhat 
higher echelon to which we did not aspire. | [agreed, and 
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there has been no follow up on the original inquiry.

| He found himself in the somewhat unen- 
viable position of having to prepare himself in a number of 
new areas while at the same time participating in the JOT 
course. He is certainly to be commended in this respect - 
no complaints - he simply dug in and got the job done. I'm 
confident t hat it will pay off in another successful program 
[ However, I had word from him that the program 
will be longer than we had anticipated - that he will pro- 
bably not be back in time for our USSR course which is 
scheduled to begin on 29 March 

1. Jj I am recommending, there fore , that thi s scheduling', 
of the USSR course be cancelled. I l is responsible 

for a significant portion of it, and although we can , I 
would rather not use substitute s . At t he moment there is 
only one registrant - from BR./ 1 I has been in contact 

with BR and there may be a request from them for a special 
USSR course which we could substitute for the regularly 
scheduled one. With the necessary over-lapping of courses 
which occurs from time to time we are scheduled for 29 
weeks of formal courses during the 22 weeks between 25 
January and 25 June. This was all carefully considered at 
the time our 6 months schedule was worked out. Even so, 
a period of relief from over-lapping courses would be wel- 
come. We do have a CPO&O also scheduled for 29 March so 
that in the event that the USSR is cancelled there will 
not be a complete void in our formal activities. 

5. The special four-day introductory course for seven 
| people was a somewhat qualified success . We feel that 
although they were rather passive they were interested and 
the course was useful to them. The whole group apparently 
came to life on the final day when they went through the 
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"insurgency” problem taken from the JOT course. Most of 
them had sufficient experience and interest in this aspect 
of the program so that they really did a bang-up job of 
projecting themselves into a Communist position and making 
the necessary tactical decisions. In this respect they -were 
able to do a considerably more effective job than the JOTs 
normally do. 

6. With reference to the JOTs - our faith in them, 
and in ourselves, was restored vigorously by the class we 
completed last Friday. As you may recall we had been some- 
what frustrated by the Fall/’ 6b class. Not so this time. 

By contrast they appeared to be brighter, more eager, more 
receptive than usual. As a result we tried a new testing 
device with both sections of the class - giving them the 
final test question a day in advance. There were, of course, 
the expected groans and complaints that we had caused a 
sleepless night, but the experiment seemed to be a success. 
The question read as follows" 
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The Communists accept as inevitable and 
world- wide a situation of "protracted conflict." 

In pursuit of this view of international or 
domestic relations Communists have developed a 
set of analytical, organizational, and operational 
concepts or guidelines.
